It was 
agreed to. At 8.35 Senator Hale pre- 
sented the final conference report on 
the naval appropriation bill. He an- 
nounced that the House had refused 
absolutely to authorize the construc- 
tion of a government armor plant. 
Air. Hale explained that the report of 
the conference committee fixed the 
prico of armor at $300, no contract 
for hulls to bo made until contracts 
had been made for the armor. 
The 


number of battleships, armored cruisers 
and protected cruisers remain as fixed 
in the Houae bill. The secretary of 
the navy is authorized to contract for 
ships provided for in the naval ap- 
propriation bill of 1893 at $400 a ton. 
Senator Butler asked: "Will we con- 
clude any contracts for new 
war 


vessels under the pending bill if it be- 
comes a 
law?" 
Mr. Hale said: 


"No, I think not I believe we shall 
do no more than get out plans and 
specifications for the authorized ships, 
decide about turrets and the like. " 


The conference report was finally 


agreed to. This was tbe last of the 
conference 
agreements on the ap- 


propriation bills to be acted upon by 
the Senate. 


A recess until 10:30 was ordered. 


As the senators disappeared to find a 
busty breakfast or perhaps a brief nap, 
the floor cleaners made their appear- 
ance. They were needed. 


Vice President Hobart declared the 


Senate adjourned at 12:08.

Repre- 
sentative Hepburn of Iowa raised a 
point of order against the canal amend- 
ment as

legislation by the conference, opening 
up the entire question 
of route, 


whereas tbe original bill contemplated 
ouly the Nicaragua route.

The 
conference report was read and agreed 
to, which sent the bill to the presi-

At 5 a. in. Representative Boutelle 


presented a partial report on the 
naval bill It covered everything ex- 
cept three big items, new ships, price 
of armor and the government armor 
factory. Representative Bontelle said 
the Senate conferees were weakening, 
particularly in the reduction of the 
number of new ships to be built He 
thought the House would win at tbe 
next conference. The partial repMV 
was agreed to and the 
items were sent back to 
At that hour only the naval, 


civil deficiency and District of Colum- 
bia appropriation bills were under 
conference. 


At 7:45 the District of Columbia 


conference report was presented and 
an extended debate occurred on sec- 
tarian and 
charitable institutions. 


The report was adopted. Representa- 
tive Henderson made a stirring appeal 
for the rejection of the conference re-

Representative Payne was speaker 


pro tern in the chair when the com* 
mittee to wait ou the president re- 
turned. 
Representative Dalzell an- 


nounced that the president had no 
further 
communication 
to make. 


"The president requested us to state," 
he continued, "that the 55th Con- 
gress had performed its extraordinary 
duties manfully, aud he requested me 
to extend to each aud every member 
his best wishes for a safe return 
home." 


But five minutes remained. 
Rep- 


resentative Payne summoned Repre- 
sentative Dockery, Democrat, of Mis 
sanri, to the chair and he recognized 
Representative Bailey, the minority 
leader, to present a resolution thank- 
ing the speaker for tbe impartial man- 
ner in which he had presided over the 
deliberations of the House. 


The House adjourned at 12:10.

It Means an Advancement 


of a5o Numbers and 


Big Pay. 


WASHINGTON. 
March 4.-The 


president's nomination of Richard 
Pearson Hobsou to be advanced 10 
numbers from Ka 1 on the list oi 
assistant naval constructors is said by 
naval officers to constitute the greatesl 
material promotion aa a recognition ol 
gallantry in the history of the uava' 
service. It will make Hobson a cap 
tain at the age of 30. His advance 
rnent amounts to 250 numbers in the 
line of the navy, which is remarkable 
in comparison -with the single numbe 
secured by Admiral Dewey, eight 
numbers by Admiral Sampson and 
from three to five each by other offl. 
cers during the war 
with Spain. 


When it was proposed to promote 
Hobson to the foot of the grade of 
lieutenant commanders, the "jump1 


amounted to about 150 numbers only, 
but under the nomination made Hob- 
son skips over all the lieutenant com' 
manders and gOM nearly to the top ol 
the commanders' list BO far as relative 
rank is concerned. 


Of the seven naval constructors who 


continue superior to him, three will 
speedily retire—Constructor Feaster 
next August, Constructor Varnum in 
April next year and Chief Constructor 
Hitchborn, who, under the new per- 
sonnel law, ranks as Bear Admiral, 
on March 4, 1'JOl. 
On that date Con- 


structor Hobson will take the rank 
and pay of a captain. Not nutil 
August 17 following will he reach the 
age of 31. The junior captain of the 
navy on January 1 was Captain Edwin 
White, commanding the flagship Phila- 
delphia, and he was 56 years old 
when he received his commission. 
Constructor Hobsou, therefore gains 
about 26 years. In tbe ordinary course 
of promotions in the naval construe 
tion corps, however, Hobsou will not 
reach the senior position of Chief Con- 
structor before 1922, or 10 years be- 
fore his own retirement, and in the 
meantime ho will remain 21 years in 
the grade of captain, which is nearly 
three times as long as officers ordi 
uarily retain that rank.

The Anglo-Saxon does not follow the 


example of some European countries 
which seem to have a high opimion of 
the dog as a draft animal. Harnessing 
the dog was forbidden by law in, Great 
Britain 57 years ago, but across the 
chauuel, in Belgium, fully 10,000 dogs 
in harness are seen daily in Brussels 
and the surrounding country, where 
the peasants bring their vegetables and 
flowers to market in. do-g carts, and the 
butcher and baker use the same sort 
of turnout to deliver their commodities. 
In Amsterdam, Hamburg and some 
other parts of Holland a.nd Germany, 
and also to some extent in Switzerland, 
the dog team is a conspicuous indus- 
trial convenience, but the raofe fortu- 
nate canines of France and Italy are 
not reduced, to this form of servitude.

The latter very 
limited class is a great admirer of the 
Greenland dog that can pull a hundred 
pounds through the snow from ten to 
twenty miles a day and live on meat 
that most other canines would disdain.

appointment of a state library com- 
mission and 
the 
establishment of 


traveling libraries. The idea has at- 
tracted a good deal of attention among 
those who are interested in library 
work and the advancement of good 
literature, and is generally looked upon 
as bbiug an excellent plan. 


The association aiks that the friends 


of the proposed measure do what they 
can to further its progress through 
the present session of the legislature. 
In accordance with tho resolutions 
passed the proposed bill has been pre- 
pared aud presented to the legislature 
aud a copy bas been received at the 
Decatur library. It is entitled "A 
bill for an act to provide traveling 
libraries for the rural districts of the 
state, and for a board of library com. 
inissioiiors to have charge of the same 
aud promote tho establishment and 
efficiency of free public libraries." 


The measure provides that the gov- 


ernor shall, ou or before the first day 
of July next, appoint a board of 
library commissioners for the state of 
Illinois, which shall consist of live 
members, two of whom, the state 
superintendent of public instruction 
and tho president of the University of 
Illinois, shall bo members ex-ofncio, 
and the remaining three shall be ap- 
pointed from the state at large. It 
shall be the duty of such board to 
purchase, catalogue and otherwise pre- 
pare carefully selected libraries of 
from 25 to 100 books each, to be boxed 
and shipped on request from some 
central point to small neighborhoods 
and to be returned at regular intervals 
for further circulation. It will farther 
be the duty of the board to advise and 
council with the libraries of the state 
when called upon uiid to assist in the 
organization of new libraries. 
No 


member of the board is to receive any 
compensation further than tho allow- 
ance of necessary traveling expenses. 
A secretary, however, must be chosen 
who is not a member of the board and 
who will receive a salary. The pro. 
posed measure also provides for an 
annual appropriation of $3000 to carry 
into effect the provisions of the act
